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SCHOOL REPORT. 


During the past year the school at the village has kept 25 weeks, 
and that at North Grantham for 26 weeks. This is an increase of | 
at. least two weeks over the average for the past few years. The 
extra week was given at North Grantham to make up for a week 
lost in the fall of 1902 when the school was closed on account of 
sickness. 

The number of pupils registered at North Grantham was 30, with 
an average of 77 per cent attendance; at the village school 49 pupils 
were registered in the two rooms, 28 in the primary and 21 in the 
grammar, and the per cent of attendance was 91. This last figure is 
satistactory. It does not seem unreasonable to expect pupils to be 
present nine days out of every ten, and they would do so, if their 
parents were alive to the best interest of their children. We have 
nota day of schooling in Grantham to waste. 

The schools on Dunbar Hill and in the village were united at the 
beginning of the year, and divided into two grades. The policy of 
the Board has been to bring the schools so united, up to the stan- 
dard of a good Grammar School—not to add more work, but to do 
better work, and we believe that with a little time and patience the 
parents will see the results and appreciate the change. 

The Building Committee expended the full amount of the appro- 
priation, borrowing in addition $ 50. as authorized by vote at the 
last annual meeting. The Board has paid $68.93 in back bills, leav- 
ing the district free from indebtedness with the exception of the 
fore mentioned note, and a bill for $6.00 presented late and still 
under consideration. 

The school building at North Grantham will have to be shingled 
the coming year, and further repairs are really needed to put it into 
a respectable condition. There are now but two school buildings 
in use in this town, and the expense will not be very burdensonie 


to keep these two buildings in a condition that will be an honor to 
the community. 

The work of the teachers, Mrs. Amy N. Brown, at North Gran- 
tham, Mrs. Kate L. Hurd, and Mable 8. Cooper, at the village has 
been cminently satisfactory to the board, and we believe that very | 
little criticism has been found by the parents. This is certainly 
one condition that makes for good schools, and we believe that the 
fact that there has been no change in the teaching force during the 
year, accounts for this comparative freedom from “trouble” in no 
small measure.
